Spain, was pafling over into Sicilly 
from Naples, a Gentleman of his 
Court, pointing to Mefina, told him it was impregnable, 
1, anfwered the Duke, if the Governor's Heart is fo.— 
Jo the midit of all our late boafted Security againft all the 
Efforts of the Enemy upon Bergen-op-Zoom, I confefs I could 
not refift fome Doubts that occurr’d to me, as to the Safety 
of that impregnable Fortrefs, as we were taught to believe 
of it; tho’, at the fame Time, I could not deny it was fo, 
from it’s Situation and Strength by Art and Nature. My 
Apprehenfions were not founded on the Vigilance, Skill, or 
Power, of the Enemy without; but on the Depravity of a 
Dutch Governor within: Notwithftanding all the Glofs with 
which they varnifh’d over his Knowledge and Experience 
in the Art of War, I could not forbear miftrufting that he 
wastinged with the prevailing Vice of fuch of his Country- 
men who were at the Head of their Affairs, and in the 
French Intereft ; mote efpecially, when I refleSted on the 
fcandalous Surrender that had been made of the whole Bar- 
rier Line by Piecemeals, Town after Town, to the Enemy ; 
fome before Ground was broke up before them! and others 
before they were regularly invefted, or even the common 
Habiliments of a Siege were prepar’d, to give them a colour- 
able Pretence to capitulate, or rather, betray. f 





How did the Dutch News-Papers, and our own from 
them, bedaub the hoary T—t—r of J—rn—y with bor- 
row'd Praife, and give us imaginary Details of the Art-and 
Management of his Defence, in the Deitruétion he was faid 
tomake among the Befiegers by the various Mines he fprung, 
when there was not one fingle Operation of that kind made 
on the Side of the Town, duriug the whole Siege ? When 
wehazarded, very unequally, the Battle of Fontenoy to relieve 
the devoted Place, did not the dorgne Fox lie fhelter’d and 
inaftive in his Hole ; and was fo far from aiding that hardy 
Enterprize, or even wifhing it Succefs, that he refufed fome 
Scotch and Swi/s Regiments, then in the Garrifon, the Li- 
berty to attack the Enemy in the Rear during the Heat of 
the Battle, tho* they manifefted the Praéticablenefs of their 
Defign, and prefs’d almoft to a Mutiny for his Permiffion ? 
Nay, did he not afterwards feftrain the noble Ardour of the 
fame brave Troops, from the glorious Attempt they had 
projected of breaking thro’ the Enemy, tho’ elated with 
Vitory, to join the Brit Troops, rather than tamely 
furrender themfelves Prifoners of War among the ftigma- 
tized Dutch. 


Another old faithleis Chief, after amufing us with Ga/- 
trades of the Strength of H—/ and his own military Skill 
and Prowefs, connived at the Approach of the Enemy, and 
their feizing on an advantageous Poft, fo as to give him a 
Colour for betraying the Town into their Hands, with a 
great Number of Briti/e Troops then in Sight of it, who, 
after a painful March to his Affiftance, received no other 
Notice of the Enemy’s Succefs than from a furious Firing 
Made upon them from the Ramparts, which, ’till then, they 
had no Reafon to believe were in any other Pofleffion than 





that of the Troops they were to futcour. ‘The Havoc that 
was made, on this Surprize, among our deceiv’d Country- 
men, thus led into the Slaughter, is not fo publicly known 
among us as it could be wifhed; nor yet the Danger which 
the gallant ever-active Leader of our Armies, providentially 
efcaped at the fame Time in that baleful Neighbourhood of 
Perfidy, for the Prefervation of which he had generoufly 
hazarded his Perfon, and travelled Night and Day, fo as 
to make the proper Difpofitions of Defence in Aid of the 
perfidious Batavian ; on whom every Man of Honour, in 
every Country, cries aloud for Juftice, and yet the T—t—r 
lives !— lives ! even to infult his Profecutors with a written 
Scroll of Juftification of his treacherous Conduét from his 
Superiors !— I mean, fo far as to the giving up the Town ; 
but what he has to fay, as to his barbaroufly deluding our 
Troops into the Power of the Enemy, I do not know. 


There is an analogous Semblance between the Condu& 
of this Man, and that of a late naval Officer in another 
Country : Both are charg’d with ill Behaviour and Perfidy, 
in their refpective Stations, againft the Intereft and Glory 
of their Country, in Favour of the common Enemy: One 
is faid to have facrificed to them ‘one of the fineft and belt 
appointed Fleets that ever graced the Sea! and the other, 
one of the ftrongeft Towns in his Country ! both very tran- 
quilly juftify themfelves under Infinuations of private Orders 
from their Superiors, the one béfore and the other after 
Trial ; to which they:were brought with no other Inten- 
tion than to pacify and amufe the injur’d Public. The 
Threats of This to difcover his verbal Orders, roufed up his 
Superiors to inftitute a mock Court to procure him a fhame- 
lefs Acquittal: That, indeed, feems to have been found, tho’ 
his Judges dare not pronounce him, guilty ; from the public 
Defiance he makes againft their Power, which he boafts can 
in no wife nul the Authority he has in his Pocket for his 
Juftification. 


Had the Governor of H—/ received the Reward of his 


‘Demerits, Bergen-op-Zoom had never been taken: The 


Example of public Juftice on him, would have been fuffi- 
cient to excite the Betrayer of the laft mentioned Town into 
a ftri& Attention of his Duty, fo as to avoid the Imputation 
of falling into the fame Dilemma, and fuffering the fame 
juft Penalty. The Turks knew no other Way of putting a 
Stop to the Evils of Treafon againft the Public, than to 
reward and punifh according to Succefs: It was a Rule 
among the abfolute Emperors of thofe Terrifiers of 4a and 
Europe, to ftrangle a Chief under whom any Enterprize 
mifcarried, without any Regard to Cafualtics, Misfortunes, 
or even Impoffibilities ; for Succefs was the only Standard 
that directed their Judgment: "Twas tothis barbarous Maxim 
they owed all their great Conquefts and vaft Enlargement of 
Empire ; for as they fought with the Bowftring about their 
Necks, they fought defperately | chufing, rather than fuffer 
by that with Infamy after the Battle, to fall in it with Ho- 
nour in this World, and confequently, according to their 
Notion, into the Embraces of Mahomet and the Joys of 
Paradife in the next. I tention not this tyranneous Cuftom 
to favour or recommend it in the leaft among Chriftian 
Princes ; but if any thing can tend to excule it, it is the 
Conduét of fuch Poltrons as I have mentioned ; as there is 
no coming at them in the ordinary Way of Jutftice. 


To prove formally that Bergen-op-Zoom was betray'd into 
the Hands of the Enemy, would be perhaps a Difficulty 
too impraéticable, fo as to aff.ct a Delinquent according to 





the common Forms of Law, either in our own or in any 
other free Country ; but furely to convince the Confcience 
of any Manas to the Truth of it, would be as impertinent 
to attempt as an Univerfity Fr¢2man's going about to prove, 
according to the Rules of Logic, that the Sun reflects a 
kindly Warmth and Light upon us in Zune; or, that the 
Pel’amge, in a certain Country, are very unequal to the 
high Stations they have uflirped upon their S—- v-———=" 
thro’ the Support and Affiflance of certain Outlaws, called 
Smugglers, and their voting Confederates. 


Every Circumftance that occurr’d in and about the ftrong 
Fortrefs of Bergen, for the lait nine Days of the Siege, 
point out to every thinking Perfon, that the Adventurer, in 
Arms on the French Side, had more effcQually battered the 
Heart of the Governor, than the Fortifications of the Place 
intrufted to his Care; fo that having gained the Capital 
Eminence, which overlook’d the Town, it was no great 
Difficulty to find 4 Way into it— while the good Governor 
was fleeping away the Fatigues of Induftry and Care, and 
dreaning over the joylefs Scenes of War : — "Tyvas Pity to 
difturb the quict Slumbers of Jntegrity and venerable hoary 
Age! What [ lament, almoit equal with the Lofs cf 
the Town, ‘is the Sacrifice that was made of our brave 
Northern Country men engaged in that faithlefs Service, who, 
overpowered with Numbers, greatl fell! dealing Deftraction 
round, afd breathing their laft upon Eleaps of the flaugh- 
ter’d Foe ; while the national Troops, whofe Bufinefs it more 
immediately was, had, after the Examples of Fontenoy and 
Lafeldt, timely taken Care of themfelves, and were run 
away from the Defence of their own Country, their E:ftates, 
and Families, even while Defence was not impracticable 5 
O Shame! and among the firft the good Governor himfelf ! 
who never looked behind "till he had got fafe to Oudenbo/ch, 
— nor refleéted ’till he had dined ; —— and then vouch- 
fafed, in Virtue of his u/efu/ Seniority, to put himfelf at 
the Liead of the ‘T'roops there, perhaps to compleat the ini- 





quitous Bargain by delivering up them alto ! 


That the Dutch have frequently fold Arms to fight againit 
themfelves, is notorious: Hlence the Proverb, thata Dusc/ 
man Will fell a Knife to his Enemy to flab himfelf; which 
is as much as to fay, their Excefs of Avarice in Trade is 
fuch, that Individuals among them will ferve their own 
particulas Interefts at the Expence of that of the Public, 
tho’ more or Jefs it muft affect themfelves in the End. Thus 
the String of documented Governors upon the Barrier, in 
Conjunétion with a few T—t—rs at the Helm, have be- 
tray’d it into the Hands of the Enemy, from Furnes to 
Namur, with all the interior fortify’d Towns extending Eaft- 
ward to Weft-Scheld! and {till further, even to their own 
more immediate Barrier Town, on the Frontiers of Zealand, 
the impregnable Bergen-op Zoom! or at leat might have 
been fo, in any other Care than that of a modern Dutch 
Governor, under the Influence of a French Fadtion in the 
Adminiftration.’ ‘To fuch Perfons who are inclined to excule 
thefe tra€table Governors, a» having only a€ted in Obedienc. 
to Orders from their Superiors, I anfwer, that no Man of 
Honour, who had ferved fo long in War, would have ac. 
cepted of a Command to eét under private Orders which he 
knew were derogatory of his Country’s Good ; a brave Man 
would have thrown up his Commiffion, and refafed the 
occafional Service of betraying his own Honour and the Glory 
of his Country! Would any Man in his Senfes, not blinded 
by Avarice, clofe up the Scene of his long Life with an 








indelible Stain of Infamy that muft attend his Name for 
ever ?—And yet fo it is! 

In fhort, a all; as the Fault lies altogether among the 
Great and Wealthy in the Datch Commonwealth, the Bulk 
of the People are exceedingly to be pitied, as they have 
been greatly deceived and impofed upon by a few in Power: 
‘They appear to be but too fenfible of the approaching Ruin 
which their indifed Superiors have brought upon them, and 
therefore have boldly beftirr'd themfelves, though late, to 
wreft Part of their Power out of their corrupt Hands, in the 
prompt and fudden Eleétion they made of a Stadtholder : 
A Motion wholly their own, without the Participation or 
Affitance of any Power whatever! and were refolved to 
perfeét it at aH Events, for they no fooner found that their 
Stadtholder, as he ftood, was very unlikely to anfwer their 
Purpofe, than they refolved to go on fill further, and invett 
him with Power as well as Dignity ; nay, even to make 
that high Office hereditary in the auguft Houfe, by which 
they have been fo often fav'd, fo as they may never return 
again under iniquitous Power, and a felf-interelted Admini- 
itration compofed out of a French Fattion. Tho’ probably 
thefe good Meafures may effectually anfwer their Purpofe, 
reanimate their former Courage and Love of Liberty, fo as 
to fecure themielves from further Invafions on the Side of 
France; yet it is to be hoped, that due Care may be taken, 
in the ———_ Congrefs of Peace, to put the Barrier 
apon fuch a Footing of Certainty as it may be no more be- 
tray'd into the Hands of the common Ditturber of Europe, 
by Bargain and Sale, or other corrupt Ways, 1 don’c 
prefume to point out a Mcthod how it may be done ; be 
that the Care of our Minifters! but that it is requifite to 
be done is evident, fince it is the Bone of Contention that 
involves us in the Wars of the Princes of the Continent, 
whenever they are difpoled to quarrel with one another ; 
and therefore it is to be particularly and folidly for sm 
againt, fo as, if poffivle, we may have no further Occafion 
of lavifhing away our Blood and Treafure among them agin 
as Principals, chiefly for che Defence of others ; tho’ it mutt 
be admitted it is likewife, in a fecondary Manner, for our 
own Defence ; for if we fuffer the Frenc to enlarge their 
Dominions in the Netherlands, we fhall be hardly able to 
defend our Sea-Coafts againft them, as they are a refllefs, 
turbulent, and unfatisfied People, full of Art, Perfidy, and 
Defign, and become greatly formidable to our Trade and 
Navigation. 

As we are not a little unequal to them, as we now ftand, 
in the Art of negociating ‘Treaties, and in Forefight of 
Fvents, we have Sncafon to dread the Confequence of a 

. Congrefs ; more efpecially as we are not like to find one 

- fingle Friend among all the Minifters that may compofe it, 
for our very Allies will be interefted again{t us, and confe- 
quently ee ftrengthening the Hands that defended them : 
Strange Paradox! and yet true. "Iwas fo in negociating 
the Peace of Usrecht, and will be fo again upon the like 
Occafion. How incumbent therefore is it upon us to fup- 
port our Intereft by the ableft Heads in the Nation !—~ 
and thofe are furely fo obvious that I need not name them, 
for the Tawo Brothers will readily occur to every Reader : 
Should they condefcend to become our Plenipotentiaries, 
what might we not expect from their Abilities, their Skill, 
and their Judgment? No lefs, to be fure, than what we 
want; a juit, fafe, and right honourable Peace: For who can 
make a Peace fo well as thofe who have fo nobly condufted 
the War, and given our Arms fuch prodigious Reputation 
on the Continent.

of Saltafh in Cornwall, and a Barrifter of Lincoln’s-Inn, 
where the Admiral! was born. His Mother (whofe prefent 
Name is Sharpe, and Sifler to the late Col. Bladen, Com- 
miffioner of Trade) now lives in York, and is a Native of 
that County. Mr Hawke was made Captain of the Flam- 
borough Man of War at Jamaica, by Sir Chaloner Ogle, 
and his Commiffion bears Date March 20, 1733. He 
command+d the Berwick Man of War in the Action in the 
Mediterranean, under Meff. Matthews and Leftock ; and 
when the Trials of thofe two Admira‘s were before the late 
Parliament, all the Witneffes concurred in the gallant Be- 
haviour of Capt. Hawke, who was made a Rear- Admiral 
at the laft Promotion. 

On Monday laft the Rev. Mr. Humphry Owen, Clerk, 
M. A. Fellow of )efus College, Oxford, was chofen Prin- 
cipal Keeper of the Bodleian Library in that Univerfity, 
without Oppofition, i the room of Mr. Robert Fifher, 
M. B. of Oriel-College, lately deceafed. 

On Saturday laft died Mrs. Ball, in Lamb-Alley in 
Bifhopfgate-ftreet, who (according to her own particular 
Defire) was open’d by Dr. Middleton in the Prefence of 
feveral eminent Phyficians, &c. and a Chlid found within 
her, (tho’ not in her Womb) where it has lain 16 Years, in 
which ‘Time fhe has had four Children all born alive; this 
Cafe being fo remarkable, the Particulars of it will we 
hear in a little Time be communicated to the Royal So- 
ciety, for the Satisfa¢tion and Entertainment of the Curious.
